The 
team that had gained a third place position in national rankings was split wide 
open. But he took his new and less experienced men and drove through to an- 
other championship season. Although losing the state title to Hastings the 
Provincial Championship was won, for the second successive time. Forensics 
at Nebraska Wesleyan have always occupied a prominent place. In the future, 
under the leadership of Professor Casteel, they are certain to maintain the high 
standards set up in the past. 
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ORATORICAL WINNERS 


Again this year Nebraska Wesleyan held up the 
high standards set by her forensic men of the past. 
Late last spring there came the announcement that 
William Brown, ’30, had won the national Peace Ora- 
torical Contest. This was the second national title in 
the last three years won by Nebraska Wesleyan. 


The annual All-Wesleyan contest was won by 
Margaret Servine, with John Brooks receiving second. 
Miss Servine represented Wesleyan in the state con- 
test which was won by Hastings. 


At the Pi Kappa Delta Provincial Tournament 
John Brooks received first place in the oratorical con- 
test. In the same tournament Thelma James received 
third in Women’s Extemporaneous Speaking and 
Warren Guthrie third in Men’s Extemporaneous. 
Scoring the tournament on the point system Nebraska 
Wesleyan was winner. 


The forensic season closed with the state Peace 


Oratorical and Extemporaneous Contests and Wesley- 
an was first in both contests. John Brooks won the 
Peace, although he failed to receive the prize because 
of a technicality, and Warren Guthrie was winner in 
the Extemporaneous Speaking. 
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MEN’S DEBATE 


Eight defeats out of thirty-eight starts—that is the season’s record 
of Nebraska Wesleyan men’s debate teams. During the past season the 
teams travelled more than 3500 miles through eight states, meeting teams 


from practically all of the neighboring institutions. 


The season opened with several debates in the state college confer- 
ence. Wesleyan teams fared rather harshly in state competition, losing 
the title to Hastings college, but maintaining an average well above nor- 
mal. The big trip of the season was a week’s swing into the south. 
Some of the strongest teams in the Southwest were met on this trip. 
In spite of the difficulties of long journeys and new types of debating 
the team dropped only three decisions on the trip. Schools met included 
Southwestern College, Phillips University, Oklahoma A. & M. College, 
Oklahoma City University, Ouachita College, and the Kansas State 


Teachers College. 


The season was closed with the provincial tournament of Pi Kappa 
Delta at Fort Collins, Colorado. Two two-men teams were entered, one 
composed of Warren Guthrie and John Brooks, the other of Amos Coff- 
man and Harold Ried. The first mentioned pair won their way into the 
final rounds of the tournament, and were finally defeated by the Colo- 


rado Aggies, the final winners of the tournament. 


The members of the 1931 squad were John Brooks, Amos Coffman, 
Val Curtiss, Myron Bickle, Warren Guthrie, Raymond Kreps, Harold 
Ried, and Eleroy Stromberg. Only two of the squad, Warren Guthrie 
and Raymond Kreps, are leaving this year, and hopes for a successful 


team next year are excellent. 
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WOMEN’S DEBATE 


The women’s team has this year gone through the most 
successful season in their history. A two-person team was 
used through most of the season, and they quickly rounded 
into a most formidable team. The season opened with several 


home debates with greater or less degrees of success. 


The real test came at the provincial tournament and here 
the girls proved themselves real champions. Meeting all the 
girls’ teams in the province they went through the tourna- 
ment without a defeat and brought the championship home 


to Nebraska Wesleyan. 


Shortly after the return home the two girls made a trip 
to a neighboring school for an exhibition. On the return home 
a collision occurred and both girls were seriously injured. 
Both are at present confined to the hospital, but their recov- 
ery is practically certain. The entire university is behind 
them, they are one of Wesleyan’s finest girl debate teams, 


true champions in every sense of the word.
